VANDAL THIEVES 
TAKE $8,000 LOOT 


Steal Mrs. Adelaide Walter’s 
Heirlooms; Damage $2,000 
Worth of Furniture. 


BEAT FAITHFUL SERVANT 


Police of the Hyde Park station are con- 
fronted with a $10,000 jewel robbery mystery 
Their only clew to the perpetrators is the 
etory told by an employé of the victim, and 
4his is so vague that it has failed so far even 
tu furnish a clew to the identity of the 
thieves. 

It was discovered yesterday that while 
members of the family and servants were 
away, four robbers entered the residence of 
Mrs. Adelaide G. Walter, 5450 Washington 
avenue. Their booty totaled $8,000, and acts 
of vandalism they performed in apparent 
wantonness resulted in OO damage to fur- 
niture and woodwork in the house. 

Working leisurely, the robbers were just 
carrying their last load of plunder from the 
hcuse when Axel Swendberg, for fifteen years 
a trusted servant of the Walter family, en- 
countered them. During the absence of the 
Walters, Swendberg has been acting as care- 
taker of the mansion, sleeping at his own 
house and looking after the lawns dally. 


Fell Caretaker with Club. 

When Swendberg hailed the robbers and 
ran toward them to find out what they were 
doing in the Walter vard he was felled by 
a heavy blow fromaclub. He was knocked 
nearly unconscious, end when he revived 
and gave the alarm the men had disappeared 
with their booty. 

Swendberg was unable to give the police 
a description of any of the robbers. All he 
knew was that there were four of them. 
Confirmation of this part of his story is be- 
lieved by the police to He in the fact that 
four practically new suits of clothes were 
taken from the wardrobes of Mrs. Walter's 
two sons, while four worn out suits were 
left in their place. 

The $8,000 loot obtained by the robbers con- 
sisted mostly ot jewelry and silverware. and 
E. A. Walter, one of the sons, and the only 
member of the family now in Chicago, says 
many of the stolen pieces were cherished 
heirlooms. 


Son Assumes Blame. 

E. A. Walter was summoned to Chicago 
yesterday from Lake Geneva, Wis. His 
mcther is traveling in Massachusetts. Mr. 
Walter says it is partly hie fault that the 
valuables were lost, as before she left Mrs. 
Walter asked him to take them to a safety 
deposit vault. This he neglected to do, 
planning the errand for some time after his 
return from his farm in Wisconsin. 

Among other articles, the thieves took one 
of the most precious of all the possessions 
of the family, an old silver clock that had be- 
longed to Mrs. Walter’s father, Dr. Phillip 
Maxwell, who was the rst army surgeon 
detailed to Fort Dearborn after the mas 
Sacre. | 

Covered Electric Light Globes. 

The thieves entered the house by break- 
ing open the back door. That they real- 
izeG that they plenty of time to work was 
evidenced by the fact that they draped every 
electric light globe in the house with heavy, 


‘cloth, apparently to guard against any eud- 


den flashes of light by the secidental turn- 
ing of a switch. 

Apparently the robbers were in the house 
for at least three hours The wantonness

President of Trust Company 
Harassed in 1907 Panic 
Tells of Uphill Fight. 


HANDS TIED; DIDN'T SUE 


Denial Given to Claim Effort Was 
Made by Corporation to Save 
New York Concern. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE HEARS CHARGE 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special)— 
Responsibility .for the run that nearly 
wrecked the Trust Company of America dur- 
ing the panic of 1907 was placed upon George 
W. Perkins and his associates today. 

Oakley Thorne, president of that institu- 
tion, said that Mr. Perkins public statement, 


that the sore point in the panic is the 
Trust Company of America, had precipl- 
tated a rurfon his institution that had taken 
out $13,500,000 in one day. 

Only the neceasity of seeking more money 
from the bankers of New York to prevent the 
collapse of the Trust Company of America 
deterred me from suing for damages the 
persons I knew to be responsible for this 
run,” Mr. Thorne told the house committee 
which is, investigating the affaire of the 
United States Steel corporation. 


Contradicts Perkins’ Story. 

Mr. Thorne forcibly contradicted the testi- 
mony of Mr. Perkins and many other wit- 
nesses that his company had in reality been 
the “sore point it was termed in the pub- 
lished statement. 

He surprised the committee with declara- 
tions that he was certain undue attention had 
been directed toward his company in that 
crisis, and he denied any knowledge of the 
agreement testified to by Perkins, that the 
taking over of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company by the steel corporation to save 
Moore & Schley from ruin was dependent 
upon the bankers of New York raising money 
to save the other horn of the dilemma, the 
Trust Company of America and the Lincoln 


Trust company. 


Denies Company Was Involved. 

That his financial troubles were in any 
way involved in the difficulties of Moore & 
Schley, at that time, he emphatically denied, 
and he further declared that Tennessee Coal 
and Iron stock held on collateral for the 
bank's loans amounted to nothing in that 
situation 

Before Mr. Thorne took the stand Mr. 
Perkins had spent several hours advocating 
the establishment of a government commis- 
sion to focus the limelight of publicity on 
corporations as one means of preventing 
trust evils. 

Representative Martin W. Littleton con- 
ducted the examination of Mr. Thorne, who 
first outlined the history of the Trust Com- 
pany of America. He said that before the 
panic of 1907 his company had assets of $74,- 
000,000. He explained that he had been a 
member of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
syndicate, and that his bank had made loans 
to Moore & Schley which hed been paid. 


Had Little Tennessee Stock. 

As far as Tennessee Coal and Iron stock 
was involved in tollateral on loans of his 
bank, it was nominal, amounting only to 
something over $400,000, he said. 

Did you have anything to do with the 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and [ron 
company by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion in 19077" Mr. Littleton asked. 

„Absolutely nothing,” said Mr. ‘Thorne. 
„1 knew nothing about it until I met Mr. 
Ledyard on Sunday. Nov. 8, and he told me 
they were trying to put the deal through. I 
heard no more about it until after it was 
all over.” 

Mr. Littleton referred to the fallure of the 
Knickerbocker Trust company on Oct. 22, 
1907, and asked about the condition of the 
Trust Company of America on that day. 

„ We had $12,000,000 in hand.“ 

“What were vour withdrawals on the 
22d and 234 of that month?“ 

„On Oct. 22 the withdrawals were 81,800, 
000," Mr. Thorne replied. ~ On the 23d, de- 
fore closing time, the withdrawals were 614 


Perkins Examined Assets. 

He explained that on the night of the 22nd 
Mr. Perkins and Mr. Davidson of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. had called at the Trust Company 
of America to look into the condition of the 
bank. r 

“ They examined it thoroughly and an- 
nounced they were pleased to find the condi- 
tions as good as they were, he said. Later 
a committee from the clearing house exam- 
ined all the securities. Mr. Thorne said he 
told Mr. Perkins and Mr. Davidson the exact 
condition and that he had 3612 000, 000 on hand 
that night. 

On the morning of October 28 the article 
mentioned above appeared in the New York 
Times. Details were given of a midnight 
conference of bankers at the Manhattan 
hotel with Secretary Cortelyou, Mr. Morgan, 
Mr. Perkins and others, where plans were 
made to save the Trust Company of America. 

“Did vou know anyhing about that con- 
ference that night, or were you invited to 
attend it? Mr. Littleton asked. 

„1 knew nothing about u and was not 
invited.” 

“Did Mr. Perkins or Mr. Davidson say 
anything to you on the night before about 
your situation being critical?’ 

“They did not.”

Two men now are under arrest at the Des- 
Plaines street police station as the result of 
the extortion scheme. The police are look- 
ing for others believed to be concerned in 
the plot to wring money from the widow by 
means of a threatening letter. 

Word of the attempt was telegraphed to 
Mr. Billings, who left Cleveland last even- 
ing for New York. 

John Hendricks, a German, and John Millis. 
a negro, are the men in custody. Milis made 
what he declared to be a complete statement 
of his connectlon with the crime to Inspector 
Vorman, and accused Hencricks of sendang 
him, to the Bilingg residence at 1424 West 
Lake street to get a package.

: Receives Threatening Letter. 

Mrs. Billings received a letter demand- 
ing $500 by mail on Thursday. She was ill 
in bed and she placed the matter in the 
hends of Vice President John Williamson 
of the Peoples Gaslight and Coke company, 
who applied to the Pinkerton detective 
agency. 

With the threatening letter was inciosed a 
second note. The letter and note were signed 
alike with the initials ‘‘D. F- B. H. S. The 
last three letters, the police believe, were in- 
tended to stand for “ Black Hand society.”

Any bad 
move means destruction to you and your 
property. No God will help you if you 
refuse us, and he!! will be your eternal 
damnation. Take good warning and don't 
consult anybody. Comply and vou will 
never be bothered. 

The envelope in which the letter came was 
addressed in script: ‘Mrs. Billetin, 1424 
W. Lake St., and the postmark showed 
it was matied in Chicago at 9 p. m. Aug. 9 


Detective Lies in Wait. 

When the notes were placed by Mr. w- 
liamson in the hands of the detectives it 
was planned that an operative from ° 
the agency to go to the residence and remain 
there until the demand in person for the 
money was made. The missive stated that a 
man would call to ask for a position as house- * 
man, and Mrs. Billings’ housemaid was te 
band him the money wrapped in a new 
paper. .

Gets Negro Into House,

Just wait. I'll have te get it for you.” 

The negro entered and the detective placed 
him under arrest. 

“I ain't done nothin’ to be arrested for,“ 
he declared. “I just come to get a job. 
A man told me there was one here. He 
said if there was nothin’ doin’ that the lady 
would give Me a package to bring to him 
and he promised me 50 cents when I brung 
it back to Lake and Halsted streets“ 

The Desplaines street police were called 
and policemen took the negro to the ele- 
vated railroad station at Lake and Hal- 
sted streets, where Milis declared the man, a 
fellow with a red mustache, dressed in an old 
blue suit of clothes and a Derby hat, had 
promised to wait for him.

I have been lMving 
at the hotel. I came to America from Ger- 
many eight months ago, I never saw Mills 
before I was arrested.” 

“I came to Chicago from New Orleans on 
Wednesday night,” the negro said. “I 
started to beat my way from there three 
weeks ago. My last stop before Chicago 
was Cairo, III. I met this fellow, Hendricks 
on the lake front this morning and he told 
me I could get a job maybe if I came to 
Mrs. Billings’ house. We walked up town 
together and he told me about getting a 
package for him which the lady would give 
me if there wasn't any job as houseman.

Some Urge No Action. 

A number advised him to neither sign nor 
veto, but allow the full responsibility for the 
tariff tinkering’ to rest upon the shoul- 
ders of the Democrats and insurgents. 

The chief feature of the poll is the showing 
that 481 Republican editors favor the exer- 
cise of the veto by the president and 171 op- 
pose it. And of prime importance in con- 
sidering these statistic’ is the fact that 71 
of the 171 Republican votes for the imme- 
diate signing of the bills come from four 
states.

South Friendly to Taft. 

In contrast to the bitter tone of many of 
the northwestern Republican editors was the 
evident friendliness of the southern Demo- 
crats to Taft. Althouguh standing solidly 
behind the Democratic congressional pro- 
gram, they expressed sympathy for the presi- 


dent's predicament and confidence that he, 


would act conscientiously for the best im- 
terests of the country as he sees them. 

Some editors answered briefly “ Yes” or 
„No,“ but others expressed their opinion at

The mayority in favor of the signing of the 
bills, 693 to 517, is due, of course, to the 416 
Democrats who voted for such action.

WILL COMBINE OLD LAWS. 


Both Fire and Life Statutes and De- | 


cisions Go in Measure, 


Work on the complete codification of the 
life and “fire insurance laws of Illinois waa 
begun yesterday. The code will be recom- 
mended to the next general assembly. The 
jo’ t legislative committee appointed by reso- 
lution of the Forty-sixth general assembly 
has begun the work. 

The committee met in the office of Repre- 
sentative William Tudor ApMadoc, chairman 
of the joint committee. Representative Ed- 
ward J. King of Galesburg was elected secre- 
tary, completing the organization. Senator 
Willett H. Cornwell of Chicago was.chosen 
vice chairman at a previous session. 


First Steps Are Taken. 

Preliminary steps were taken to amalga- 
mate all of the legislation amd construed 
statutes affecting the fire and life insur- 
ance business. These are now scattered 
through a long line of laws and decisions, 
which have been formulated since the adop- 
tion of the constitution of 1870. 

The committee has the added power of for- 
mulating new legislation which may be sub- 
mitted at the next session of the legisla- 
ture. It is the expressed purpose of mem- 
bers of the committee to present several 
bills embodying recommendations which may 
follow the investigation started yesterday.

RADICAL CHANGE BY U. OF C. 
IN ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


Coly. One Specific Subject, English, 
Must Be Studied in Secondary 
Schools, According to New Rule. 


The University of Chicago has announced 
a radical change in its entrance require- 
ments. 

Dean James Rowland Angell, professor 
of psychology and dean of the college of 
arts, literature, and science, explains the new 
plan in the current issue of the University 
of Chicago magazine, just published by the 
" University press. 0 

“The university proposes that hereafter 
only one subject, English, shall be specifical- 
ly required of secondary schools. That sub- 
ject must be pursued for three years,” he 
says. “Two other topics must be studied, 
one for three years and the other for not 
less than two years. 

These topics must be selected from fiye 
groups, as follows: Ancient and classical 
languages; modern languages; history, 
economics, and civics; mathematics; end 
natural sciences,

Pius Laughs at Fears He Will

ROME, Aug. 11.—The condition ‘of Pope 
Pius took a decided turn for the better this 
afterrioon. So well satisfied were the vati- 
can physicians with the improvement that 
they predicted a recovery within ten days, 
barring unforeseen complications. 

The pope sat up in his chair several times 
today and joked with his sisters and offi- 
clais who visited him. He seemed relieved 
from pam, and once told those about him 
that he intended to get well. Throughout 
the day his temperature continued only 
slightly above normal. 


Swelling in Knee Lessens. 

His holiness drank some milk which the 
doctors say is the best nourishment for him. 
The swelling in the gouty knee is diminish- 
ing, and as @ result his holiness suffered less 
pain. Only a few times today was it neces- 
sary to give injections vf caffeine in order 
to afford relief. 

Tonight, however, the pope had several 
restless hours and toward midnight awoke as 
the result of a renewal of the burning sensa- 
tion in hisknee. Treatment by his physicians 
relieved him arid later he was reported to be 
sleeping peacefully. *

LONDON DOCK STRIKE ENDS | 


Concession of Ten Hour Day and 
Increased Wages to Workers. 


— 


WILL RESUME JOBS MONDAY. 


Settlement Relieves British Metropolis 
of Fear of Famine. 


LONDON, Aug. 11.—The strike of docknien, 
lightermen, coal porters, and carmen, which 
for several days has seriously disturbed all 
business in London and resulted tn a short- 
age of foodstuffs, coal, petrol, and other 
necessities, was ended tonight with the 
settlement of the lighterers’ dispute. 

The men were conceded a ten hour day, 
and an incrase of about 25 per cent in wages. 
It is now expected that all will return to 
work on Monday. Until the agreement was 
reached, however, the situation appeared 
critical, and troops were being held in readt- 
ness to proceed to London. 

This evening passed quietly, without street 
disturbances, while under police protection 
meat and other foodstuffs were transferred 
from the depots to the markets. ‘With sup- 


plies at hand it is expected the people will . 


feel less inconventenced tomorrow. 


Crisis Reached in Liverpool. 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 11.—The crisis in the 
dockers strike was reached today when the 
leading shipowners gave notice that unless 
a Settlement is reached by Monday they will 
attempt to effect a lockout in all the indus- 
tries of Liverpool. 

The ship owners complain that in spite of 
their recent agreement with the dockers sec- 


tional strikes have taken place, dislocating |

Therefore fifty of the leading ship owners 
formally notified the Dockers’ union today 
that unless all sections of the strikers re- 
sume work by Monday noon steps will be 
taken to close down all the work throughout 
the port. 

Huge quantities of meat are tied up in re- 
frigerators and the stock of coal is rapidly 
running out. The shortage of coal today 
necessitated the closing down of a number 
of factories and added greatly to the num- 
ders of idle men. 


MAN SLAIN AFTER SHOOTING 
JUDGE AND KILLING MARSHAL. 


Tragedy Begins in Courtroom When Jail 
Sentence Is Imposed on Resident of 
Christopher, III. 


Benton, III., Aug. 11.—After he had been 
remanded to jail by Justice of the Peace 
James Mannon, Martin Shadowens shot Man- 
non, City Marshal John Stakinrider and 8 
spectator, and stabbed Deputy Thomas Mack- 
ey. Marshal Stakinrider died of his wounds. 

In the scuffle ensuing Mackey shot and 
killed Shadowens, and in the excitement 
after the killing, Charles Shadowens, a 
brother of the dead man, fell from a second 
story window and probably was fatally hurt. 
The shooting occurred at Christopher, a 
small town near here last midnight.

It was discovered yesterday that while 
members of the family and servants were 
away, four robbers entered the residence of 
Mrs. Adelaide G. Walter, 54560 Washington 
avenue. Their booty totaled $8,000, and acts 
of vandalism they performed in apparent 
wantonness resulted in OO damage to fur- 
niture and woodwork in the house. 

Working leisurely, the robbers were just 
carrying their last load of plunder from the 
hcuse when Axel Swendberg, for fifteen years 
a trusted servant of the Walter family, en- 
countered them. During the absence of the 
Walters, Swendberg has been acting as care- 


+ taker of the mansion, sleeping at his own 


house and looking after the lawns daily. 


Fell Caretaker with Club. 

When Swendberg hailed the robbers and 
ran toward them to find out what they were 
doing in the Walter vard he was felled by 
a heavy blow from a club. He was knocked 
nearly unconscious, end when he revived 
and gave the alarm the men had disappeared 
with their booty. 

Swendberg was unable to give the police 
a description of any of the robbers. All he 
knew was that there were four of them. 
Confirmation of this part of his story is be- 
lieved by the police to lie in the fact that 
four practically new suits of clothes were 
taken from the wardrobes of Mrs. Walter's 
two sons, while four worn out suits were 
left in their place. 

The $8,000 loot obtained by the robbers con- 
sisted mostly ot jewelry and silverware, and 
E. A. Walter, one of the sons, and the only 
member of the family now in Chicago, says 
many of the stolen pieces were cherished 
heirlooms 


Son Assumes Blame. 

E. A. Walter was summoned to Chicago 
yesterday from Lake Geneva, Wis. His 
mcther is traveling in Massachusetts. Mr. 
Walter says it is partly hie fault that the 
valuables were lost, as before she left Mrs. 
Walter asked him to take them to a safety 
deposit vault. This he neglected to do, 
planning the errand for some time after his 
return from his farm in Wisconsin. 

Among other articles, the thieves took one 
of the most precious of all the possessions 
of the family, an old silver clock that had be- 
longed to Mrs. Walter's father, Dr. Phillip 
Maxwell, who was the frst army surgeon 
detailed to Fort Dearborn after the mas- 
sacre. 

Covered Electric Light Globes. 

The thieves entered the house by break- 
ing open the back door. That they real- 
ed that they plenty of time to work was 
evidenced by the fact that they draped every 
electric light globe in the house with heavy, 


‘cloth, apparently to guard against any sud- 


den flashes of light by the secidental turn- 
ing of a switch. 

Apparently the robbere were in the house 
for at least three hours The wantonness 
of their mood is evidenced by the furni- 
ture This was either too bulky for them 
to carry away or was out of their ine, but 
they apparently were determined that it 
should do no one else amy good. Practically 
every piece of furniture in the house was 
hacked with knives. a

BLAMES PERKINS 
FOR RUN ON BANK 


President of Trust Company 
Harassed in 1907 Panic 
Tells of Uphill Fight. 


HANDS TIED; DIDN'T SUE 


Denial Given to Claim Effort Was 
Made by Corporation to Save 
New York Concern. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE HEARS CHARGE 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special]— 
Responsibility .for the run that nearly 
wrecked the Trust Company of America dur- 


ing the panic of 1907 was placed upon George 


W. Perkins and his associates today. 

Oakley Thorne, president of that institu- 
tion, said that Mr. Perkins public statement, 
given to the press Oct. 28, 1907, and declaring 
that the sore point in the panic is the 
Trust Company of America, had precipl- 
tated a rurfon his institution that had taken 
out $13,590,000 in one day. 

Only the neceagsity of seeking more money 
from the bankers of New York to prevent the 
collapse of the Trust Company of America 
deterred me from suing for damages the 
persons I knew to be responsible for this 
run,“ Mr. Thorne told the house committee 
which is investigating the affaire of the 
United States Steel corporation. 


Contradicts Perkins’ Story. 

Mr. Thorne forcibly contradicted the testi- 
mony of Mr. Perkins and many other wit 
nesses that his company had in reality been 
the “sdre point it was termed in the pub- 
lished statement. 

He surprised the committee with declara- 
tions that he was certain undue attention had 
been directed toward his company in that 
crisis, and he denied any knowledge of the 
agreement testified to by Perkins, that the 
taking over of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company by the steel corporation to save 
Moore & Schley from ruin was dependent 
upon the bankers of New York raising money 
to save the other horn of the dilemma, the 
Trust Company of America and the Lincoln 


Trust company. 


Denies Company Was Involved. 

That his financial troubles were in any 
way involved in the difficulties of Moore & 
Schley, at that time, he emphatically denied, 
and he further declared that Tennessee Coal 
and Iron stock held on collateral for the 
banks loans amounted to nothing in that 
situation 

Before Mr. Thorne took the stand Mr. 
Perkins had spent several hours advocating 
the establishment of a government commis- 
sion to focus the limelight of publicity on 
corporations as one means of preventing 
trust evils. 

Representative Martin W. Littleton con- 
ducted the examination of Mr. Thorne, who 
first outlined the history of the Trust Com- 
pany of America. He said that before the 
panic of 1907 his company had assets of $74,- 
000,000. He explained that he had been a 
member of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
syndicate, and that his bank had made loans 
to Moore & Schley. which hed been paid. 


Had Little Tennessee Stock. 

As far as Tennessee Coal and Iron stock 
was involved in tollateral on loans of his 
bank. it was nominal, amounting only to 
something over $400,000, he said. 

„Did you have anything to do with the 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and [ron 
company by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion in 1007? Mr. Littleton asked. 

„Absolutely nothing,“ said Mr. ‘Thorne. 
“T knew nothing about it until I met Mr. 
Ledyard on Sunday. Nov. 8, and he told me 
they were trying to put the deal through. I 
heard no more about it until after it was 
all over.” 

Mr. Littleton referred to the failure of the 
Knickerbocker Trust company on Oct. 22, 
1907, and asked about the condition of the 
Trust Company of America on that day. 

„ We had $12,000,000 in hand.“ 

“What were vour withdrawals on the 
22d and 23d of that month?“ 

„„On Oct. 22 the withdrawals were 81.500. 
000." Mr. Thorne replied. ~ On the 23d, de- 
fore closing time, the withdrawals were $18 - 
500,000. 

Perkins Examined Assets. 

He explained that on the night of the 22nd 
Mr. Perkins and Mr. Davidson of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. had called at the Trust Company 
of America to look into the condition of the 
bank. l 

“They examined it thoroughly and an- 
nounced they were pleased to find the condl- 
tions as good as they were, he said. Later 
a committee trom the clearing house exam- 
ined all the securities. Mr. Thorne said he 
told Mr. Perkinc and Mr. Davidson the exact 
condition and that he had $12,000,000 on hand 
that night. 

On the morning of October 28 the article 
mentioned above appeared in the New York 
Times. Details were given of a midnight 
conference of bankers at the Manhattan 
hotel with Secretary Cortelyou, Mr. Morgan, 
Mr. Perkins and others, where plans were 
made to save the Trust Company of America. 

„Did you know anyhing about that con- 
ference that night, or were you invited to 
attend it? Mr. Littleton asked. 

„1 knew nothing about u and was not 
Invited.“ 

“Did Mr. Perkins or Mr. Davidson say 
anything to you on the night before about 
your situation being critical?’

Mra. A. M. Billings, the mother of C. K. G. 
, Billings, financial head of the People’s Gae- 
light and Coke company, was made the in- 
tended victim of a 6500 extortion plot yester- 
day. Mrs. Billings is 89 years old. 

Two men now are under arrest at the Des- 
Plaines street police station as the result of 
the extortion scheme. The police are look- 
ing for others believed to be concerned in 
the plot to wring money from the widow by 
means of a threatening letter. 

Word of the attempt was telegraphed to 
Mr. Billings, who left Cleveland last even- 
ing for New York. 

John Hendricks, a German, and John Mills. 
a negro, are the men in custody. Milis made 
what he declared to be a complete statement 
of his corinection with the crime to Inspector 
Vorman, and accused Hendricks of senting 
him, to the Billingg residence at 1424 West 
Lake street to get a package. 

Hendricks. who was picked out of a crowd 
of twenty persons at West Madison and Clin- 
ton streets by the negro, denied Mills story. 
When closely questioned by the police the 
German insisted he could sot understand 
English.

Althouguhf standing solidly 
behind the Democratic congressional pro- 
gram, they expressed sympathy for the presi- 
dent’s predicament and confidence that he, 
would act Gonscientiously for the best in- 
terests of the country as he sees them.

length, one editor in Maine indulging in over 
000 words of impassioned oratory on the New 
England shoe industry, economics, and the 
nistory of tariff revision since the time of 
Hancock, but omitting to give his opinion on 
the question of the reto of the bills now be- 
fore congress.

First Steps Are Taken.

RADICAL CHANGE BY U. OF C. 
IN ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


only One Specific Subject, English, 
Must Be Studied in Secondary 
Schools, According to New Rule. 


The University of Chicago has announced 
a radical ohange in its entrance require- 
ments. 

Dean James Rowland Angell, professor 
of psychology and dean of the college of 
arts, literature, and science, explains the new 
plan in the current issue of the University 
of Chicago magazine, just published by the 
University press. ö 

The university proposes that hereafter 
only one subject, English, shall be specifical- 
ly required of secondary schools. That sub- 
ject must be pursued for three years,” he 
says. “Two other topics must be studied, 
one for three years and the other for not 
less than two years. 

These topics must be selected from fiye 
groups, as follows: Ancient and classical 
languages; modern languages; history, 
economics, and civics; mathematics; and 
natural sciences. 

“Hereafter the university will accept no 
student with a condition attached.“

Tells of $15,000,000 Loan.

He explained 
he néver knew where the money actually 
came frem, and that Mr. Morgan, Mr. Per- 
kins, and the others who were raising it had 
great difficulty in getting it.

At the present time, 
he said, the. trust company has assets of 
$48,000,000.

Favors Congressional Reap- 
portionment Bill, but Must 
Have Assurances. 


CAUCUS PROMISE WANTED 


Big Powwow at Elgin Aug. 24 
Likely to Show if Republic- 
ans Will Back Him. 


A special session of the legislature to make 
4 congressional! reapportionment will prob- 
ably be called shortly. The session is almost 
assured, provided there can be an agreement 
beforehand for a Republican caucus which 
would bind the Repubican members of the 
house. 

This information came from an unques- | 
tioned source yesterday. The first steps 
have been taken to sound the Republican 
house members over the caucus proposition. 

It fs understood that Gov. Deneen has 
been adivised that a special session of the 
legislature can be called, even if the present 
extra session takes another “ hang-over ” 
recess in October. A party leader in inti- 
mate touch with Gov. Deneen said that the 
executive believes it is desirable that a con- 
greasional] reapportionment be secured at 
the earliest moment. But, he said, from a 
Republican party standpoint it would be 
suicidal to attempt to pass an apportionment 
bill at Springfield’ without a Republican 
caucus which would include the members 
who were elected as Republicans. 


Big Powwow at Elgin. 

N ie probable that this situation wil) be 
pretty well cledred up Aug. 24 at Digin, where 
the biggest political powwow of the year thus 
far la to be staged. That will be “ govern- 
or’s day at Camp Deneen, where the First 
cavalry will be in camp. The citizens of 
Elgin have invited as specia) guests of the 
city the entire membership of the legislature 
and the advance notices indicate that the 
most imposing conglomeration of politicians 
since the direct primary law abolished con- 
ventions is to get together. 

The scouts wd are to sound out statesmen 
wabbly on the caucus proposition are to do 
their work in the meantime and it is probable 
that définite announcement will come from 
Gov. Deneen at that time as to whether he 
will ask the legislature to proceed with the 
recasting of the congressional districts. 

Twenty-eight RepublHcans who refused to 
go to the regular Republican house caucus 
last January made possible the situation by 
which Speaker Adkins was subsequently 
elected. There was no Republican caucus 
all through the session at which seventy- 
seven Republicans could have been counted, 
due to the refusal of the Shurtleff-Lorimer 
contingent to be bound by the administra- 
tion majority in caucus. 


Deneen Must Be Shown. 

The governor, it is understood, will demand 
to know absolutely that the element which 
broke up the caucus will agree to go into 
caucus and there agree upon a reapportion- 
ment bill for which they will vote on the floor 
of the house. Without such an agreement, 
the governor is reported to hold, there will 
be no reapportionment. 

The suggestion came from legislators who 
are closely in touch with the leaders of the 
Shurtleff-Lorimer camp that there should 
be a reapportionment by this legislature and 
that an agreement may be reached readfly 
for a Republican caucus on, reapportion- 
ment. . 

If there ig no reapportionment prior to 
primary time next year there will be four 
delegates at large to the fational conventions 
to choose in addition to the four already al- 
jotted to Illinois. This condition has much 
to do in framing up the pending negotiations. 

Gov. Deneen wes in Chicago yesterday con- 
ferring with many of his political advisers. 
Definite announcement of his personal po- 


litical plans is expected at an early date.

SAY M’CABE WAS UNFAIR. 


Contract with Dr. Rusby Alleged to 
Have Been Within Law. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.-—Dr. L. F. 
Kebler and Dr. W. D. Bigelow, assistants to 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley in the bureau of chem- 
istry, today gave important testimony to 
the house committee of inquiry regarding 
the charges against Dr. Wiley, now pending 
before President Taft. 

Dr. Bigelow, assistant chief of the bureau, 
began a full and frank statement of the 
negotiations that resulted in the employment 
of Dr. H. H. Rusby, the New York drug 
expert, at an annual salary of $1,000, to de- 
vote part of his time to the government 
service. This is the contract declared to have 
been illegally made by Dr. Wiley and his as- 
sociates. 

Dr. Bigelow insisted that when he was 
summoned before the personnel board of the 
department of agriculture and interrogated 
by Solicitor McCabe he was given no inti- 
mation that there were charges against him 
or his associates, or that an illegal act had 
been done. ‘ 

Dr. Bigelow testified today that the effort 
had been made to get Dr. Rusby, the best 
recognized expert on crude drugs, at the 
lowest possible annual compensation.

Tnited States Senator Joseph Weldan Bailey 
is rapidly becoming the most resigned man 
in congress. : 

Today he arose in a huff on the floor of the 
senate and offered his resignation as a mem- 
der of the national monetary commissioa, 
that haven of lame ducks which ruthless 
progressives now are seeking to abolish. 

It was Mr. Balley’s third resignation this 
year and the fifth so far ae is kuown in his 
public career. Up to 4 late hour he had 
not withdrawn it. 


Record of Great Resigner. 
The previous record of the great resigner 
chronologically arranged follows: 

1806—Resigned from candidacy for re- 
election to congress to signatize his dis- 
approval of the nomination of Bryan for 
the presidency. Had himself réenomi- 
nated by same delegates as a “ vindica- 
tion.“ 

1808—Resigned from minority leadership 
of house of representatives, following 
repudiation of his attack on Gen. Joe 

Wheeler. 

1911—Resigned from office of senator, 
in token of his disapproval of Demo- 
cratic support of Arizona recall. With- 
drew resignation. g ie 

1911—Resigned from senate committee 
on privileges and elections, alleging dis- 
approval of manner of conducting the 

Lorimer scanda! investigation.

He declared he would not be able to agree 
with the commission in its report, especially 
as to the wisdom of the central bank issue. 
He had intended preparing a minority re- 
port, but he did not intend to be required to 
get it up in two or*hree days. The work was 
too important. 

Therefore, once more, Mr. Bailey resigned.

ROME, Aug. 11.—The condition of Pope 
Pius took a decided turn for the better this 
afternoon. So well satisfied were the vati- 
can physicians with the improvement that 
they predicted a recovery within ten days, 
barring unforeseen complications. 

The pope sat up in his chair several times 
today and joked with his sisters and offi- 
clals who visited him. He seemed relieved 
from pam, and once told those about him 
that he intended to get well. Throughout 
the day his temperature continued only 
slightly above normal. 


Swelling in Knee Lessens. 

His holiness drank some milk which the 
doctors say is the best nourishment for him. 
The swelling in the gouty knee is diminish- 
ing, and as a result his holiness suffered less 
pain. Only a few times today was it neces- 
sary to give injections of caffeine in order 
to afford relief. 

Tonight, however, the pope had several 
restless hours and toward midnight awoke as 
the result of a renewal of the burning sensa- 
tion in hisknee. Treatment by his physicians 
relieved him and later he was reported to be 
sleeping peacefully. 

In an interview tonight Dr. Petacci, the 
pope's private physician, admitted the pon- 
tiff has suffered much, but declared his worst 
enemy was the heat. He added that the dis- 
ease was following a normal course and con- 
valescence was near at hand.

n I never shall forget my sensations on read- 
ing that little slip of a book with its amusing 
story and sparkling epizrams. I “chortled in 
my joy” over every page, and it did not take 
me long,enthustastically to recommend its pub- 
lication. No one knew at that time who John 
Oliver Hobbes was, but it was soon known that 
she was an American woman living In London. 
Her husband, R. W. Craigie, to whom she was 
married in 1887, was an American, and, appar- 
ently, not such a husband as he should have 
been, for Mrs Craigie had a very unhappy mar- 
ried life: she was little more than 19 when she 
was married, and it was not long after that she 
was divorced. This is touched upon in this 
volume, but it is not in that that we are in- 
terested, it is in the life and literary work of 
the brilliant woman who wrote over the name 
of John Oliver Hobbes. | 

Mrs. aigie took the MS. of her first book 
to Mr. Unwin and he accepted it at once, as it 
just fitted into the scheme of his Pseudonym 
library. From then on her reputation as a 
writer was made, and her epigrams were quoted 
in drawing rooms on both sides of the ocean. 
In her father’s biographical sketch he tells us 
that there was little in the early surroundings 
of his daughter, Pear! Mary-Teresa, to develop 
a literary tendency. The impulse must have 
come from within. She always was mentally 
active, and even as a child was unusually in- 
telligent.. In thie sketch Mr. Richards says, 
with a touch of pathos, “I never anticipated 
that I would be her biographer—that she, my 
eldest child, on whose future I reposed with 
more certainty than I did on my own plans for 
life, should pass from our sight at the early 
age of 38 years.”

Mr. Richards, who represents certain Ameri- 
can interests in London, is a man of large 
means and was able to give his daughter every 
advantage. She was born in Boston, t she 
was brought up and educated in England. Her 
father writes of her cheerful and joyous tem- 
perament, and tells us that she was the moving 
spirit among her companions, yet while she 
was fond of games and amusements, she had a 
passion for reading, and her selection of books 
was far beyond her years. “She was a very 
keen observer of those about her,” he writes, 
“and was disposed to imitate any peculiarity 
of speech or manner; her mimicry was excel- 
lent, but always good natured. Her industry, 
patience, and perseverance, which in later life 
were to prove to her of such practical support, 
were most noticeable In her childhood. She 
was, without being restless, never idle, playing 
and working in a calm and perfectly controlled 
manner.” N 

Between the ages of 10 and 15 rs she 
wrote a number of stories which were sent to 
various London publishers. This she did on 
her own responsibility without asking advice 
or counsel from any one. Apparently they gave 
no promise of her future performances, for 
they were invariably returned as “not suit- 
able,” but this discipline, her father thinks, was 
excellent for her. Let us hope that the child 
felt the same way. 
have had some bitter disappointments. 

It was after her marriage that Mrs. Craigie 
determined to adopt literature as a profession, 
and jt was then that she began her first jour- 
nalistic work—a series of articles oontaining 
dramatic and art criticisms, written for a week- 
ly London publication called Life. After the 
birth of her son, Mrs. Craigie’s relations with 
her husband became strained, and she subse- 
quently obtained an absolute divorce; giving her 
the custody of the child. After this painful ex- 
perience, she applied herself more than ever to 


| her work, and “in that, in her religion, and her 
. devotion to her family, she found her

In his sketch, Mr. Richards speaks as though 
Mrs. Craigie’s book, “Some Emotions and a 
Moral,” was not at once accepted in this coun- 
try. He has deen misinformed. The minute I 
read the sheets sent by Mr. Unwin, I accepted 
the book for Messrs. Cassell, and others of hers 
soon appeared in the same series. Mrs. Craigie 
knew this, and she and I often talked about it. 

In reply to the inquiry why she had adopted 
the nom de guerre of John Oliver Hobbes, she 
said: “I chose the name of John because it is 
my father’s and son's; Oliver because of the 
warring Cromwell; and Hobbes because it is 
homely.” But her father said there were other 
reasons that influenced her in the choice of 
Hobbes. She had a great admiration for the 
old philosopher of that name. A woman of im- 
pulse herself, she felt the need of constant re- 
straint and the recollection of Hobbes had a 
restrainmg influence. 

Mrs. Craigie was only 24 years of age 
when she published “Some Emotions and. a 
Moral.” She took her manuscript to Mr. Un- 
win without any letter of introduction, but he 
was so charmed by her personality that he 
gave both her and her manuscript special at- 
tention. In acknowledging a letter from, Mr. 
Unwin in regard to her first book, Mrs. Craigie

Many thanks for your check. I am only surprised 


that Some Dmotions and a Moral has sold well 
as it has; it was not written to please the novel read- 
ing public (which sounds like a paradox), nor indeed

Posthumous Philosophy by James. 
é BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


HEN Prof. Willlam James died he left 
behind him two manuscripts, differ- 
ent writings on the same theme, which 
he labeled “A Beginning to an Intro- 
duction to Philosophy.” These pages 

have been compared and edited, as Prof. James 
wished them to be, by his pupil and friend, H. 
M. Kallen; the introduction has been written 
by Henry James, and the stamp of Longmans, 
Green & Co. is upon the 250 page book, which 
is published under the title 
LEMS OF PHILOSOPHY,” 

At the outset the reader is made to feel the 
geniality of this man, who in setting out to 
do such an important thing as the writing of a 
history of theories—a compendium of the ab- 
stract—was able to approach his great task as 
simply and naturally as he would enter upon 
a conversation with a friend, Nor could any 
motive be more kindly than that of this ex- 
traordinary investigator of thought and real- 
ity, who, however far his surmise or his in- 
vestigations might carry him, never permitted 
himself to be borne beyond his consciousness 
of human relations and of personal oblig 
tions te his readers.

He who had repudiated so much of the 
established belief of his kind, who had spoken 
of the belief in one God as.a “monistic su- 
perstition,” who had tried to estimate the 
truth of things by their aplicability to the be- 
liever, felt at the last constrained to offer 
some large word of comfort and of guidance. 
Perhaps it occurred to him many a night, in

“Pluralism is neither optimistic nor pessi- 
mistic,” writes Prof. James, but melloristic, 
rather.

Briefly, this is the friendly and practical 
message left as a last testament by this sin- 
cere and aspiring thinker to the thousands 
who watched his valorous experiments in the 
realm of the mind. He asks in this book ques- 
tions of profound interest and subtiety, and ue 
answers them only in so far as he can with 
honesty from his own experience. This is not 
the place to debate these themes. Let it suf-

The woman who is al- 
ways around looking for sympathy has a pe- 
culiar drawn expression of countenance that 
is never beautiful, one instinctively hates to 
see her come around. The woman, however, 
who relies upon herself and has the courage 
of her own convictions, is very apt to be the 
one who is clear eyed and well poised. felf- 
reliance gives not only a sweet expression, 
but a sympathetic one to every face,

It will keep your countenance free from 
nervousness and fear. You will soon learn 
that you only have to conquer one thing at 
a time and that each time you conquer the 
next will be much easier. Consequently, you 
will lose that nervous wistful look that is so 
depressing. 

I have never been able to see any beauty 
in the appealing tendencies of any woman who 
is able to take care of herself, and I do not 
think men nowadays care for this kind of 
woman, Most of the brilliant marriages to- 
day are made by young women artists, 
actresses, settlement workers, and business 
women. The girl who does nothing becomes 
inane and inanition ts direful in its effects 
upon beauty. Did you ever realize that the 
girl who does not think, in a short time gains 
a very ugly expression about the mouth?

You can do anything you wish to in this 
world if you are not dismayed and will con- 
centrate your entire energies and attention 
upon it. One of the wealthiest business men 
in Philadelphia, a man of old family and high 
station, was told that he could not sing. He 
went abroad and studied two months under 
the very best teachers possible. He came back 
and gave a recital in which he demonstrated 
that he could sing artistically and sympatheti- 
cally. In my own profession I have known 
women who seemed to have no aptitude what- 
ever for the art of acting, but through abso- 
lute dogged perseverance they have become 
splendid actresses,

Cheese Soups, Etc. 


HE lore of cheese is extensive. There 
are perhaps scores of kinds of cheeses 
In many countries 

where meat is scarce cheese is one of 

the staple foods, One sees cheeses in 
strange coverings hanging over the doors of 
some of the meanest huts in Italy. The 
French think a real meal incomplete that does 
not end with cheese, and they scatter grated 
cheese over their soups and use it as a season- 
ing in many places, 

The Itallans have learned, by instinct per- 
haps, that macaroni and cheese is almost a 
perfect food dietetically. One can be perfect- 
ly nourished—both built up and supplied with 
energy—by this dish. 

Some of the cheese made in our own coun- 
try is unexcelled for certain things, but we 
have not learned to use it much in cooking, 
the more is the pity. A pudding of rice and 
cheese—a sort of cheese custard—is a most 
excellent one for children. : 

Cheese soups are among the less known 
dishes made with this ingredient, The Welsh 
rarebit or rabbit is an inexpensive dish as 
compared with meat, and a most excellent sub- 
stitute for it.

PEACE TREATIES 


Senators Fear America Will 
Be Forced to Concede 
Points to Japan. 


DECIDE ON ISSUE TODAY. 


Stand Taken by Committee Will 
Be Followed by the Whole 
Upper House. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Specia!.]— 
ne question of amending President Taft's 
arbitration treaties will be thrashed out at 
a meeting tomorrow of the senate committee 
on foreign relations, of which Senator Cul- 
Jom of Illinois is chairman. The stand taken 


: by the committee will determine the fate 


ef the treaties so far as the present session 
ef congress is concerned. 

It transpired today that senators and 
representatives from the Pacific coast have 
been active in stirring up opposition to the 
erbitration proposition as formulated by Sec- 
getary of State Knox. The national repre- 
gentatives of that section of the country ex- 
press. fears that, under this arbitration plan, 
the Pacific coast might be forced into making 
goncessions to the Japanese, who are seek 
ing an extension of rights in this country. 

Senators Works and Perkins of California 
groe earnestly urging a modification of the 
treaties so as to put outside the pale of arbi- 
tration all questions relating to immigration, 
gaturalization, and land tenure. 


Win Support of Othera 
California members of the house had a 
eonference on the matter today and decided 
jo bring pressume to bear upon senators 
¥Yrom all parts of the country to come to the 
gupport of the Pacific coast in considering the 
treaties. One member of the California dele- 


“gation interviewed six senators before night 


and obtained pledges from each to vote 
against the conventions unless modified. 

Immigration from Japan is restricted at 
present and the naturalization of Japanese is 
forbidden under the existing law, but sub- 
jects of the mikado may hold property in this 
gountry, while foreigners are not allowed 
to hold property in Japan. Japanese born 
fn this country are American citizens and 
may vote. 

Japanese are not naturalized in Hawaii, 
but Japanese born there have all the rights 
and privileges of American citizens. The 
rising generation of Japanese will control 
the Hawaiian islands, according to the Cali- 
fornia men who are leading the fight against 
the treaties. 


View Taken by President. 

President Taft contends that immigration, 
paturalization, land tenure, as well as the 
tariff and the Monroe doctrine, are recognized 
now by international law to be national but 
got international questions. International 
Jaw, he points out, recognizes that the pol- 
icy of America on these matters cannot be 
questioned by other nations. But the Call- 
fornia men argue that, if such is the case, 
u will do no harm to specifically eliminate 
from arbitration these questions.

New Jersey Official Says He 
Will Perform Ceremony 
Whenever Asked. 


MORE PROTESTS VOICED. 


Rector of Trinity Church Asserts 
Union Would Not Receive 
Any Favor. 


New York, Aug 11.—[Special.]—A marfy- 
ing justice in New Jersey has offered to per- 
form the ceremony uniting John Jacob Astor 
and Miss Force. This letter, with an official 
seal stamped in the lower left hand corner, 
carried the tidings: 

Mont Olair, N. J., Aug. 9.—John Jacib 
Astor, Esq., New York City.—Dear Col. 
Astor: In view ot the fact that six 
bishops of the Episcopal church have 
publicly said they do not approve of your 
marriage to Miss Force, and that they will 
do all in their power to prevent it, even 
going so far as to forbid any clergyman 
in their jurisdiction from performing the 
ceremany, I would be pleased to offer 
you my services. I will glady perform 
this ceremony at any time you may desire, 
the only limitation being that it must be 
performed in the state of New Jersey. 

I am a duly qualified justice of the 
peace, with an office in Mont Olair, N. J. 
My commission as justice authorizes me 
to perform the marriage ceremony any- 
where in this state. I would not consider 
the time or expense at all in going any- 
where you wish if you do not desire to 
come to my office. I can assure you the 
knot will be tied so tightly that it will take 
a law court to untle it. 

In order to get married in New Jersey 
it will be necessary for you and Miss 
Force to get a Ucense in this state: as 
soon as this is procured, notify me and I 
will. be at your disposal at any time and 
place you may mention.

THE PRESIDENT AND TARIFF 
REFORM. 

The poll of the press upon the veto ques 
tion taken by Tue Tarsus is now virtually 
complete. Its results are not doubtful. The 
Democratic editors are overwhelmingly in 
favor of the president’s signing the wool, 
cotton, and free list measures. That is quite 
natural and explainable. The Republican 
editors have divided for and against the 
veto. 

But if there is division, even serious divi- 
sion, among Republican newspapers, the 
vote is, nevertheless, heavily in favor of the 
veto. The vote up to the time of writing is 
481 for and 171 against the veto. 

In this powerful preponderance for the 
veto Tue Trisune finds itself in full ac- 
cord. 

No fair minded reader will mistake Tun 
TRIBUNE’s position on the revision of the 
Payne-Aldrich law. No newspaper in the 
country has been more outspoken in its 
criticism of that measure. None was more 
active during the formulation of that law in 
its attempt to procure a more substantial 
reduction of the tariff, and none attacked 
then nor has attacked since the most offen- 
sive errors of the Payne-Aldrich law with 
more vigor. The very schedules whose pre- 
cipitate revision THe TRIBUNE believes the 
president rightly intends to check—namely: 
schedule K on wool and woolen fabrics and 
schedule I on cottons—TuEe Trisune pro- 
tested and has continued to protest. 

In short, Tus Trisune has stood consist- 
ently and plain spokenly for substantial re- 
vision downward. 

But Tue TRIBUNR also has supported re- 
vision schedule by schedule and scientific re- 
vision, and it is the issue of log rolling versus 
revision based upon scientific investigation 
and the ascertained data of disinterested 
experts that presents itself to the president, 
to the party, and to the country at this time. 

The platform upon which President Taft 
was elected and the Republican party re- 
tained in office enunciated in its first and 
foremost “ plank the doctrine that in all 
tariff legislation the true principle of pro- 
tection is best maintained by the imposition 
of such duties as will equal the difference 
between the cost of production at home and 
abroad, together with reasonable profit to 
American industries. 

In that doctrine there is inherently in- 
volved the principle of tariff making on the 
basis of carefully ascertained facts as op- 
posed to tariff making by a resultant of po- 
litical influence. The force of this inference 
was apparent in the growth of the idea of 
“ scientific revision by a permanent expert 
tariff board, and later that of revision sched- 
ule by schedule. 

These were and are today the main tenets 
of the Republican party faith on the subject 
of the tariff. And they are in no sense mod- 
ified or weakened by the fact that the de- 
plorable miscarriages represented by such 
schedules as K and I of the Payne-Aldrich 
act brought about a political reaction which 
changed a Democratic minority in the house 


to a majority. 


The president in vetoing the wool, cotton, 
and free list bills will act in accordance with 
the soundest Republican thought on tariff 
revision, and in the end his action will be 
recognized as statesmanly and in the peo- 
ple’s interest. To permit a hasty revision 
to be thrust upon the country because of the 
exigencies of politics would be to stultify 
the tariff board and the principle of revision 


. schedule by schedule. It would set back the 


whole movement away from the vicious sys- 
tem of log rolling and retard real tariff re- 
form rather than advance it. 


The overwhelming sentiment of the coun- 
try is for tariff revision and tariff reduction. 
The congress that is to meet in regular ses- 
sion in December will be the same body that 
is now sitting. But it will have the advan- 
tage of the facts gathered by the tariff board 
and its tariff making will have a firmer foot- 
ing than any experiments possible at this 
session. 

The president's veto, if approved, fs we 
believe it will be by the sober thought of the 
American people, will sound the knell of log 
rolling in tariff making and begin an era of 
genuine tarif reform. 


THE TRIUMPH OF THE COMMONS. 

That the legislative power of the peers— 
the landed aristocracy of Great Britain— 
should at some time be subordinated to that 
of the commons, representing the whole 
people, was inevitable. The house of lords 
had come to be so supremely illogical a 
part of the lawmaking machinery that it 
would not have been so long tolerated had 
not the English people, fortunately for 
them, cared little if their forms of govern- 
ment were illogical, so that they worked pas- 
sably well. The house of lords would not 
have been shorn now of a power it had 
held for centuries if it had not rashly chal- 
lenged a contest with the commons. 

Blackstone said that a body of nobility 
Was a necessary part of parliament to sup- 
port the rights of both the crown and the 
people, and to withstand the encroachments 
of both. Since his day the peerage has 
declined steadily from its high estate and 
power has passed into the hands of the 
people through a series of what he would 
call encroachments. When he wote there 
was no real representation of the people 
in the house of commons. Only an incon- 
siderable fraction of them had a yote. The 
great land owning nobles of Great Britain 
filled a considerable proportion of the seats 
in the lower house with their nominees. 
Such cities as Manebester and Birmingham 
bad no representatives. A park where no 
houses were to be seen" had two representa- 
tives who voted as the lord who elected 
them ordered. 

An end would have been put to that before 
1832 when the reform bill was passed had 
it not been for the French revolution and 
the Napoleonic wars. It was useless to 
talk of domestic reforms and constitutional 
changes in those fighting days. Ultra con- 
servatism had everything its own way. 

The tide slowly turned and in 1832 the 
house of lords under the threat of a cre- 
ation of peers allowed a bill to pass which 


ebolished the rotten boroughs ther-owned, 
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That déprived them of much of their iu- 
| fluence in the lower house and at the same 
time gave the middle classes a share of the 
lawmaking power. The working classes, 
however, were left without the franchise. 

It was not long before they began de- 
manding it. Manhood suffrage” was the 
first of the six points of the chartists. Not 
until late in the 60s, however, was the 
franchise so extended that the house of 
commons could be said to be truly repre- 
sentative of the people of the United King- 
dom. Thatextension—“ a leap in the dark 
—conferred a share in the lawmaking power 
on men farther removed from and less sym- 
pathetic with the nobility than the middle 


has been steadily recruited. 

The masses won one victory before they 
got the ballot. ‘That was the repeal of the 
corn laws. It gave them untaxed food. 
By depriving the land owners of the pro- 
tection they had had for their agricultural 
products they were sensibly weakened. 

The political democratization of Great 
Britain began with the extension of the 
suffrage which came long after the reform 
bill. The working classes can vote, and 
they also vote by ballot, another of the 
chartist demands. This has been brought 
about not through revolution or armed up- 
risings, though sometimes apprehended, 
but peacefully. 

When the peers saw power passing out 
of their hands into the body of the people 
they should have been shrewd enough to 
try to kéep on good terms with their future 
masters, instead of arraying themselves 
against legislation they favored. They 
were not careful and the democracy has 
clipped their wings. They can hang up 
legislation for a short time, but eannot kill 
it. If they use discreetly what power is 
left them they may not be interfered with 
for years. If the house of lords were agaiu 
to get in the way of the people the house of 
commons would vote as in the Cromwellian 
days that it was unnecessary, and should 
be abolished.

AN OPEN AIR SCHOOL. 

The success reported of the open air 
vacation schoo] at West Park No. 2 should 
encourage the extension of this splendid 
experiment. It is highly desirable that 
there should be school facilities for a great 
majority of the children of the city during 
the summer months. So longa vacation as 
has been the ruleis not necessary. If proper 
schools are available most children are bet- 
ter in school. 

The new school makes use of two insti- 
tutions through the codperation of two sep- 
arate authorities. There is the Washburne 
yacation school on Barber street, across 
from West Park No. 2, located at Jefferson 
street and West Fourteenth street. In this 
school are given courses in manual training, 
metal work, pottery, the domestic arts, 
music, and drawing. Across the street in 
the small park is given instruction in swim, 
ming in the park pool, gymnastics in the 
gymnasium, and there are games and exer- 
eises in the park. 

The average daily attendance is 5,000, 
which indieates how gladly such schools 
will be attended if they are provided. Chi- 
cago ought to realize the social economy of 
such au investment.

RINCE LUDOVICO PIGNATELLI 
D'ARAGON, who arrived in this coun- 
try by the French liner Provence the 
other day, to stay with Robert Goelet 
at Newport, before undertaking a pro- 

longed shooting trip in the far west, and in 
Canada, and who himself, in a newspaper 
interview given at the French line pier, de- 
scribed how his engagement with Miss Helen 
‘Hilton of New York had recently been 
broken off, on account of religious differ- 
ences, is a member of the Spanish branch of 
an ancient Italian house, which may be said 
to have been founded by Lucio Pignatelli, 
who was high constable of the kingdom of 
Naples in 1102, and which furnished a pontiff 
to the papacy, in the person of Pope Inno- 
cent, who reigned from 1691 to 1700. The 
additional name of Aragon comes through 
the marriage in the seventeenth century of 
Prince Hector Pignatelli to Dona Giovanna, 
daughter and heiress of Prince Diego d'Ara- 
gona, last of his line; the Aragona in question 
being not the Spanish province of that name, 
but the ancient town of Aragona, in Sicily, 
some eight miles to the north of Girgenti. 

Another member of the Pignatelli family 
was that Prince Francis who was prime min- 
ister of King Ferdinand IV of Naples. Left 
in charge of Naples when King Ferdinand 
and Queen Caroline retired to Sicily, owing 
to the advance of the French, Prince Pigna- 
telli hastened to negotiate a capitulation 
with the French general, Champijonnet, at a 
moment when the latter was in a most pre- 
carious position, and could easily have been 
routed. Then the prince, in defiance of the, 
terms of the capitulation, burned the entire 
Neapolitah fleet assembled at Naples, and 
fled to Sicily, leaving the city of Naples at 
the-mercy of the populace, who wrought far 
more havoc among the palaces and public 
institutions than did the enemy. 

~~ 

The Prince Ludovico Pignatelli now in this 
country has an English mother and grand- 
mother. For his mother was Miss Emily 
Frances Cavendish, who married Prince Luis. 
Pignatelli in 1877, she being a daughter of 
Captain George Henry Cavendish, of the 
First Life Guards, and of Emily, only sister 
of Sir Horace Rumbold. Captain Cavendish 
was a grandson of the head of the Cavendish 
family, the fourth Duke of Devonshire. 

Mrs. George Cavendish divorced her first 
husband, and then married Count Gaston de 
La Rochefoucauld, from whose villa at 
Biarritz, familiar to many Americans who 
have visited that popular French seaside 
resort, her daughter married Prince Luis 
Pignatelli. 

Prince Ludovico's aunt—that is to say, his 
father's sister—is the widowed Duchess of 
Frias, and one of the principal ladies in wait- 
ing to Queen Christina of Spain. The duchess 
was her husband's second wife, his first con- 
sort having been Victoria Balfe, the opera 
singer, daughter of Michael Balfe, composer 
of The Bohemian Girl,“ and of other well 
known operas. 

Victoria Balfe was on the operatic stage at 
St. Petersburg when she won the love of 
Sir John Crampton, British ambassador at 
the court of Russia, to such an extent that 
he made her his wife. Finding that his situa- 
tion had thereby become rather difficult at 
St. Petersburg., Sir John (who it may be re- 
membered had previously been withdrawn 
from the post of English envoy at Washing- 
ton, on the demand of President Buchanan) 
was transferred as ambassador to Madrid, 
‘where Lady Crampton was at first received 
in the most gracious fashion. In the winter 
of 1863 to 1864 she fell in love with the late 
Duke de Frias, a lineal descendant of the 
grand constable of Castile under King 
John II. 


—~o- 

Sir John @rampton, with the same chivalry 
which characterized John Ruskin in his do- 
mestic relations, realizing that his wife could 
only be happy with the man to whom she 
had given her heart, notified her that he 
desired above everything else her welfare, 
and would offer no defense if she brought a 
suit in London, not for divorce, but for the 
annulment of the marriage, under circum- 
stances which would permit her to resume 
her maiden name. Like John Ruskin, Sir 
John Crampton offered no defense, and al- 
lowed judgment to be pronounced against 
him. 

On the annulment of her marriage, the 
ex-Lady Crampton lost no time in marrying 
the Duke de Frias, and with a singular lack 
of delicacy, the newly wedded couple pro- 
ceeded direct from Paris to Madrid, where 
naturally they found every door closed 
against them. Even easy-going Queen Isa- 
bella refused to receive them, and, enraged, 
the Guke sent back to the queen his grand 
cross of the Order of Charles III, resigned his 
post of chamberlain, and withdrew from 
Spain, 

During the following fifteen years he re- 
sided abroad, mostly at Biarritz, where the 
Villa Frias used to be well known to Amer- 
ican visitors, and where his Irish opera 
singer wife died in 1871. He subsequently 
married Princess Carmen Pignatelli d'Ara- 
gona, with whom he returned to Spain, where 
he died as civil governor of Madrid. The 
present Duke of Frias is the son of the late 
duke by his first marriage, with Victoria 
Balfe.

Lord Victor Paget, who has just been 
mulcted to the extent of $10,000 damages, 
and legal costs for as much more, as co- 
respondent in a divorce suit brought by a 
Liverpool lawyer named Cleaver, who had 
married an actress, is the only brother and 
heir of the Marquls of Anglesey, holds a com- 
mission as lieutenant in the Royal Horse 
Guards, makes his headquarterg in London 
at the Bachelors’ club, and has as sisters 
Viscountess Ingestre, future Countess of 
Shrewsbury, and Lady Beatrice Herbert, wife 
of the son and heir of the Ear! of Pembroke. 

Lord Victor's escapade is not likely to pro- 
mote the aspirations of his elder brother, the 
Marquis of Anglesey, for the hand of Prin- 
cess Patricia of Connaught. 
serves to recall the uhenviable notoriety of 
the house of Paget tn connection with the 
divorce court. It is doubtful, indeed, 
whether there is any family of the British 
peerage that has figured so often there. 

The late marquis and his wife made fre- 
quent appearances in the divorce court, their 
applications being, according to the president 
of the court, the late Lard St. Helier (better 
known as Sir Francis Jeune), the most ex- 
traordinary and incredible that had ever 
come to his knowledge during all his long 
experience of the divorce court. The first of 
the Paget Lords Anglesey was equally re- 
markable in his domestic arrangements. For, 
having had eight children by his first wife, 
Lady Caroline Villiers, daughter of the Earl 
of Jersey, he was divorced, and at once pro- 
ceeded to marry the divorced wife of the 
first Earl Cowley, to whom he was obliged 
to pay $100,000 damages, as co-respondent, 
for the alienation of the lady's affections.

It refers to the 
fact that he was absent from the city when 
the personal property echedule was left at 
his house, He appeared before the board 
and was told that his assessment was 8330. 
He thinks this is unfair because others in 
the ward much wealthier than he get off with 
less amounts. He mentions, without naming 
him, an alderman of the Twenty-seventh 
ward who, he says, is scheduled at only $500, 
“and he owning and using every day a touring 
car and two motorcycles, as well as main- 
taining a handsome residence, which must 
contain twice the amount scheduled in furni- 
ture. It doesn't seem quite so fair and just 
to me. Why its it that your assessor comes 
to my flat and, without seeing inside of same, 
guesses that I should be assessed the sum 
of $850 and the above mentioned party liv- 
ing a block or two from my five room flat, 
with a large residence and garage in the rear, 
should only be assesseu the amount men- 
tioned? Do you think this looks square and 
does it look as though each individual is get- 
ting the same kind of a deal from your de- 
partment? 0 

Another case that I wish to call to your 
attention is a city employé living near me 
who was summoned to your office in the same 
way that I was and when the question of 
his employment was being asked by one 
of your board he answered that he was 
employed by the city and, without further 
questioning, he was informed that there was 
no assessment. Why shouldn't a city em- 
ployé be just as subject to assessment as any 
one else?“ 

Everyone is presumed to know when taxes 
are due and to provide for them. It may 
be that 8380 is too much for Mr. Conway's 
personal property, but there are too many 
persons evading taxes at the present time 
and they are not all wealthy, either. The 
best way to do, if one is likely to be absent 
when tax schedules come, is to leave a mem- 
orandum for the wife so that she can fillin 
the schedules to the satisfaction of the voard. 
Süch a memorandum should be in every resi- 
dence. It would save much worry and, some- 
times, increased schedules.

(1) The duties of the position of police ap 
erator require skill and accuracy in keeping 
records of reports and pulls "' received from 
patrolmen, a quick, accurate penman, and 
knowledge of the maintenance of the electri« 
cal apparatus under his immeddate control. 
The position of police operator is under civil 
service and applicants must take and pass 
an examination to become eligible to ep- 
pointment. There is at present an eligible 
list from which vacancies are being filled, and 
this eligible list will not expire until March, 
1912. 

(2) One thousand dollars per year is the 
salary fixed. 

(3) The work of police operators is divided 
into three shifts, as per following: From 8 
a. m. to 5 p. m., from 5 p. m. to 11:30 p. m., 
from 11:30 p. m. to S a. m. A change in shift 
is made every two weeks, so that each op- 
erator works on the three shifts every u 
weeks.

Arrangements for defraying tae expenses

MAKING THE INSTRUMENT. . 


To make this height measurer or altitude 
gauge first get hold of acommon yardstick of 
wood such as is given away at the shops. 

On this ruler fix a slide as shown in the 
drawings, this slide having two points étick- 
ing up out of it as at P, these being just 
an inch apart. 

I have shown the slide made of tin from 
the pattern shown at the :eft. This piece 
is long enough to fit across the top of the 
stick, down the sides, and curl up a little 
underneath, and should be an inch wide. 

In the center two lines are cut crosswise. 
You can use a hammer and chisel for this 
in thin tin, and be sure and cross the lines 
at the center. 

This done bend up the two triangular pieces 
P—you can cut the sides of the hole off 
straight or not, as you Dipase—and they will 

form the points. 

By making the cuts an inch long you can 
bend the points up so that they are just az 
inch apart. 

Now bend the piece around and under the 
rule, bending the ends so they fit to the wood 
snugly, but still allow the plece to slide 
freely. 

Thi finishes the gauge. Now to work it. 
HOW IT WORKS.

TO INSURE DUSTLESS COURSE, 


Starting Stretch Will Be Kept Moist, 
but Hard and Smooth, by Machine 
That Looks Like Corn Planter. 


Although the average Chicagoan would 
pot believe it necessary if he recalled the 
recent rains, special care has been taken 
to keep the starting stretch for the air mae 
chines in a moist condition. 

So important is this to the aviators that 
for the last two days a big machine looking 


Hke a weird corn planter has been “ protects 


ing the soil over which the aeroplanes win 
gain headway to carry them into the air 

It has been spreading calcium chloride 
over the ground. The amount used ip the 
first application was twenty-two tons. 

This chemical absorbs moisture from the 
air and is expected to keep the surface of 
the run in hard, smooth, dustiess condé- 
tion. This is a requisite for good starts. 

Not only does, whirring of the large 
propellers whilé an aeroplane is getting its 
wind require that the soil be dustiess, but 
solid earth must be under the landing chassis 
wheels to give them the necessary pur- 
chase, 

The run will be dustless and hard if the 
management can make it so. The first ap- 
plication of calcium chloride probably wil! 
be sufficient until Monday or Tuesday. Then 
another coating will be applied. Another ap- 
plication will be made before the — 
of the meet.
